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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 27-49, 51 and 53, drawn to a process for obtaining and increasing 
yield and/or a reduced reaction time in enzymatic conversion of lactose to lactobionic 
acid. 

Group II, claim(s) 50, 52 and 54, drawn to a different process for obtaining and 
increasing yield and/or a reduced reaction time in enzymatic conversion of lactose to 
lactobionic acid. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature 
that is common to the groups is a process comprising addition to a dairy substrate a 
carbohydrate oxidase, incubating the substrate under conditions allowing the oxidase to 
convert lactose to lactobionic acid, and maintaining pH at a stable level by addition of a 
base. However, this feature was known in the art at the time of the invention, as taught 
by Koka (WO 02/089292 A1; see pp. 36-37, example 12). Therefore, there is no special 
technical feature common to the groups that makes a contribution over the prior art. 



Species Election Requirement
